WILL CONTINUE TO THE BITTER END 


That Is Conclusion Drawn From th® 
Creation of Munitions Board In 
Charge of Industries— 38,635 
Perish In Dardanelles. 


Berlin, July I.—Commenting on the 


imperial rescript issued by Emperor 


Nicholas in connection with the for­ 


mation of the Russian board of mill- 


tory supplies, in which determination 
is expressed to carry on the war to 


the M tter end, the Tageblatt says: 


“This proclamation shows how far 


removed the Russians still are from 


peace thoughts and how undependable 
are the reports originating principally 
in Scandinavian coffee houses of a 
growing inclination for peace in the 
Russian court.” 
The Tageblatt expresres the belief 
that the Duma also will decide that 
the w*ar must be continued until vic­ 
tory is won, and asserts that Russian 
ministerial changes 
do not denote 
preparations for peace, but merely for 
a better conduct of the war. 


German Warships Fai'ed In Atta?*. 
Petrograd, July I.—An attem pt by 
German warships to bombard the port 
of Windau, Courland, and to land 
troops was repulsed by the Russians, 
according to an 
official 
statemenL 
The communication follows: 
“A squadron of German ships, con­ 
sisting of one patrolling cruiser, four 
light cruisers and many torpedo boats, 
torpedoed W indau and attempted a 
landing on the coast, but was repuls­ 
ed.

Rape stands easily at the head of 
the list as a forage crop for hogs, and 
can be pastured with sheep and cat­ 
tle by using proper caution. 
Rape 
will bloat cattle or sheep if turned 
on when wet from dew or rain—and 
especially if these animals are hun­ 
gry. 
Rape will appeal to live stock 
farmers, both on account of the quan­ 
tity of succulent feed it will make 
•md the cheapness

the 
seeding. 
Four to seven pounds of Dwarf Es­ 
sex is about the quantity, and is one 
of the best varieties to sow' in Mis­ 
souri at this time. 
The live stock farmer again has his 
choice between Hungarian or German 
millet. 
He can sow Hungarian millet 
later than most, of the other catch 
crops and do so with the promise of 
getting a good crop of good hay. This 
crop should be cut about the time the 
seeds in the heads are in soft dough 
for tho highest and best quality of 
hay. 
Both the grain and the live stock 
farmer can sow German millet. 
Th* 
grain farmer can harvest for both ha> 
and seed. The seed represents a cash 
crop and can be shipped like wheat 
or oats.

Some 
of these I have grown myself and 
can recommend them especially 
for 
late planting. 
Abandoned w'heat and other small 
grain fields may well be eaten dowTn 
by hogs. I would much rather grind 
damaged wheat or rye for hogs—but 
we are not always

choice. 
Allow these small grains to 
begin to fall down and grain to shat­ 
ter—the hard outer 
coat begins to

all her big ships bottled up and with 
her merchantmen 
practically driven j 
from the seas, has with 
bu'

submarines, in 
hostile 
w’aters, sur­ 
rounded on every hand 
with dread­ 
naughts and battleships, 
driven the 
British nation almost 
to distraction 
by the extent of the damage she has 
inflicted upon shipping of all classes 
and descriptions, including 
even the 
awe inspiring dreadnaughts. 
Today the 
German 
submarine is 
the scourge of the seas, and the al­ 
lies, helpless and bewildered by the 
audacity of 
its 
unforeseen 
attacks 
and marvelous escapes, dealize that 
all the millions spent for their boast­ 
ed invincible armaments 
have been 
practically pasted. 
As land 
engagements 
have dem­ 
onstrated 
that 
cavalry 
and 
in­ 
fantry are of but litre avail, that the 
big guns now’ decide battles, so the 
sea fights have proven that the old- 
time floating fortresses have outlived 
their usefulness. 
Three 
hundred 
thousand 
dollar 
submarines, and many of them, and 
not six million dollar dreadnaghts, is 
what the navy of the United States 
most needs to be 
in 
a position to 
cope with other nations, 
should the 
time ever come w’hen it will be call­ 
ed upon to protect itself from a for­ 
eign foe.

peace, careful

waiting before

at wholesale, a year of inquiry, a r ­ 
bitration and waiting is quite differ­ 
ent.

PROPER FEEDING OF CALVES 


Make Changes in Feeds Gradual— 
Clover and Alfalfa Should B* 
Kept Before Young Animals. 


Keep the feeding pails clean. 
All changes in feeds should be made 
gradually. 
Grain should be offered to calves at 
an early age. Get them to eat it as 
spon as they will. 
Feed sweet milk if possible. If you 
cannot have sw’eet milk regularly, have 
sour milk regularly, but avoid chang­ 
ing from sweet to sour. 
Keep clover or alfalfa hay before 
the calves at all times. They should 
he encouraged to eat a great deal of 
these two legumes, as the bulkinesa 
of them tends to enlarge the digestive 
capacities of the calves and the large 
amount of protein in such hay pro-- 
motes rapid grow th. 


M ixing Feed for Calves. 
When feeding the calf never mix 
I meal, shorts or bran with the milk. 
Oil meal is not a good food to mix 
with skim milk. 
Ground 
flaxseed I 
soaked in six times its bulk of cold ! 
water will make a jelly that can he 
used advantageously mixed with the 
milk, a pint of jelly to four quarts of 
milk. 
Cooking the flaxseed impairs 
its value.
